Increased costs arc anticipated 
in administrative and general ex- 
penses for custodial and mainten- 
ance help, equipment, insurance 
and upkeep of buildings and 
grounds on. the preserves public 
properties. 

A $1 million increase in the ap- 
propriation for land acquisition 
was called a "shopping list" by 
Commissioner E, Kenny Harlan, 
chairman of the laud acquisition 
committee. Harlan said the com- 
mittee is contemplating expansion 
of Van-Patton Woods, Lakewood 
Preserve, the Ryerson Conserva- 
tion Area and is still working on 
details of the area west of Waukc- 
gan known as the "green belt." 

The $1 million, earmarked for 
acquisition is not reflected in the 
overall increase due to decreases 
in interest payments on retire- 
ment of forest preserve corporate

Commissioner Harlan said a 
meeting was held Wednesday be- 
tween representatives of the dis- 
trict, the' cities of Waukegan and 
North Chicago and the Foss Park 
board to discuss mutual coopera- 
tion on the proposed project. 
Harlan told fellow commissioners 
that certain problems must be 
resolved ; before the resolution can - 
be brought before them for a 
vote.

One executive said he was for it in the mat- 
ter of national, defense and against the Mafia,

Perhaps the most reassuring 
pari of what may become known 
as the "Nixon Doctrine*' is the 
statement that the Asian nations 
must assume the primary respon- 
sibility for- defending their own 
national integrity. He warned 
that "there must be no more 
Vietnams." 

President Nixon emphasized 
that future American support 
would be mainly economic and 
not military, and that even* in 
the economic field our nation 
preferred to handle such aid on a 
multilateral basis. 

With the de-emphasis on mili- 
tary activity in the Far East, 
there is widespread speculatoin 
rcgardoing the ahandpnrneent of 
numrous Far East military bases. 
II is clear that the United States 
will discontinue all hut a few or 
its 52 military bases in Japan, 
and it is quite likely, that mili- 
tary installations in the Philip- 
pines ahd elsewhere will be re- 
duced substantially in number 
and in size. 

. In enunciating the Nixon Doc- 
trine, the President has reiterat- 
ed the determination of our na- 
tion to respect its SEATO obli- 
gations which should help in the 
defense of Thailand and other 
Southeast Asia member nations 
against Communist aggression." 
However, it appears that the main 
emphasis of our military support 
will be to deter enemy nuclear 
threats by relying upon our own 
nuclear strength. Finally, the 
President made it patently clear 
that "there are no secret com-. 
mitmenls to any country." 

In the light of the President's 
words and actions, we should ex-. 
peet the program to "Vietnam- 
ize" the war iln South Vietnam to 
proceed at an accelerated pace 
witih troop withdrawals and oth- 
er de-em phasis_oLmilitory-activ---

Gov.Ogilvie spoke of economic 
and educational opportunities 
needed to keep young people in 
rural Illinois. "We are the great- 
est exporting state in the nation, 
but thi sis-one export we cannot 
afford," the Governor said, refer- 
ring to young people whom he 
described as "our most priceless 
natural resource." 

"With your distinguished record 
of meeting a proven need and 
aiding in the development of an 
important segment of our econ- 
omy, I know we can count on the 
electric cooperatives of Illinois 
for help in this venture," the gov- 
ernor told the crowd. 

Future challenges and opportun- 
ities also were discussed by Ad- 
ministrator Hamil who predicted 
industry wSl locate in rural Am- 
erica in increasing numbers. ■ 
"And Illinois, being a centrally 
located state, is going .to get a

The $5.03 applies to milk of 3.5 
percent butterfat content and is 
a blend of the July supcrpool 
price of $5.79 per hundredweight 
for Class I' (bottling) milk and 
$4.41 per hundredweight for Class

July Class I (bottling) milk util- 
ization was 45. percent of the total 
milk In the Chicago regional mar- 
ket pool compared with 40 per- 
cent in June. The. higher utiliza- 
tion for July is attributed to re- 
creasing milk supplies. 

Total milk in the pool in July, a 
31-day month, was 612,564,007 
pounds compared with 668,664,650 
pounds inl June, a 30-day month, 
July milk production was down 
approximately 2,529,000 pounds 
per day below the June daily av- 
erage. 

The producer butterfat differ- 
ential on July milk under the Chi- 
cago regional order is 8.1 cents 
per hundred weight for each one- 
tenth of 1 percent above or b£ 
low 3.5 percent.

In Illinois each year, many chil- 
dren between one and. 14 years of 
age die in motor vehicle traffic 
accidents, "More than half of 
the children killed were pedes- 
trians.
